“God, who at sundry times and in di- 
vers manners spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, Hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by his Son, 
whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the 
worlds; Who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of his per- 
son, and upholding all things by the 
word of his power, when he had by him- 
self purged our sins, sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high; Be- 
ing made so much better than the an- 
gels, . . . .

certain place testified, saying, What is 
man, that thou art mindful of him? or 
the son of man (Christ), that thon 
visitest him?

After reading a goodly portion of 
Hebrews first and second chapters, it is 
plainly seen that the author is very earn- 
estly endeavoring to elevate Christ to 
His rightful place in the minds and 
hearts of the people He is addressing.

Plans to Depopulate Great 
Cities 

“Nation shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom,” Mark 13:8. 

The Bible teacher a few years ago was 
laughed at when he showed from 
prophecy that the human race was des- 
tined to be all but destroyed by its own 
diabolical inventions. Today we use the 
language of the statesman and secular 
columnists to show how literally the 
prophecies are being fulfilled. 

The Cleveland “Plain Dealer” has re- 
cently run a series by one of its own 
writers who is abroad, Wm.. F. McDer- 
mott. We give our readers a few para- 
graphs from the pen of this discerning 
writer. Writing from Paris, he says: 

“When a bomb strikes a Spanish city, 
every Englishman, or Frenchman, feels 
it. What has happened in Barcelona, 
Valencia or Grinollers may happen next 
in London or Paris. There is not merely 
a deep moral resentment here against 
bombing of helpless cities. There is a 
personal dread and horror. 

“Tt does not take much imagination 
for an inhabitant of London or Paris to 
visualize what would happen to him and 
his family if a general war came and 
aerial bombardment were conducted 


with Spanish ruthlessness on a vastly en- 
larged scale. In America such anxieties 
are remote. Here they are pressing and 
immediate. 

“Everybody hopes that these horrors 
will not come to pass. Every government 
prepares for them as if they were in- 
evitable. 

“No other policy would be realistic 
or prudent, but there is something shock- 
ing about the calm acceptance of the 
conclusion that the next great war, when 
it comes, will be brutal beyond belief 
and that its victims will be largely 
women, children and men too old or ill 
for the army. 

“A few days ago the undersecretary 
of the British Home Office announced 
that plans had been drawn up for the 
evacuation from London within three 
days of 3,500,000 persons. Plans were 
being considered for the reduction of 
service on the London subway to permit 
the tubes to be used as refugees in times 
of air attacks. 

“Cellar accommodations have been 
catalogued. In Stepney, there were 6,900 
basements available for shelter against 
bombs. Where cellar refugees were not 
sufficient, parks and open spaces would 
be put to use. 

“Plans for trenches and dugouts in the 
parks have been drawn up. Thirty mil- 
lion sand bags have been accumulated 
and stored by the government. Nearly 
300,000,000 more have been ordered. 

“The assumption underlying _ these 
preparations, is monstrous and it is the 
more monstrous because it is reasonably 
justifiable by the present realities of the 
world. It is the considered judgment of 
the Britsh government as evidenced by 
this program, that the next general war 
will multiply the horrors of aerial bom- 
bardment to such an extent that great 
cities will have to be depopulated and 
those inhabitants who are left will hide 
in basements, lie in ditches in the public 
parks or lurk in the shelter of hundreds 
of millions of sandbags. 

“It is not a pretty picture. Who shall 
say that it will not come to pass? 

“The French, being a realistic-minded 
race, have moved faster and further 
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than the English in a program of protec- 
tion against aerial bombardment. They 
are prepared to move 2,750,000 persons 
from Paris, on short notice, out of a 
total population of 4,500,000. 

“Moreover, the French know where 
these refugees are going. Even the rail- 
way tickets are already arranged for. 

“Consciousness of the possibilities of 
air raids is burned into the French pop- 
ulation daily, through placards in offices 
and shops describing the precautions to 
be taken. Even visitors in Paris are not 
unwarned. I saw one of these signs yes- 
terday in the mail room of the Ameri- 
can Express Company which is almost 
exclusively patronized by American 
tourists. 

“The tragedy is that all these elabor- 
ate and presumably well-laid plans to 
minimize the murderousness of a mod- 
ern air raid will avail very little. People 
who take refuge in a subway can be 
slaughtered by a big explosive bomb al- 
most as easily as if they remained in the 
street. 

“There is no assurance of safety in the 
suburbs or even in the country. Some 
of the deadliest, most horrifying de- 
struction in the Spanish war has oc- 
curred in raids on the suburbs of Barce- 
lona or in the leveling of such small 
towns as Grinollers. 

“In Barcelona, I saw heavily-built 
stone apartment buildings of seven or 
eight stories that had been hit by big 
bombs. The bombs split the roof, tore 
through the intervening floors and ex- 
ploded in the basement. 

“In one case they killed seventeen per- 
sons who had taken refuge in the cellar 
and merely fanned the inhabitants of 
upper rooms, not in the direct line of the 
bomb, who took their chances where 
they were. 

“Real protection against air raids is 
not possible with the knowledge we now 
have. Recent experience in Barcelona 
suggests that the best guarantee is a 
strong defense in the air. But any de- 
fense must be inadequate against 500- 
pound bombs dropped indiscriminately 
over a city from a distance of many 
thousand feet. 

“If the united will of the world and 
the universal revulsion of mankind can- 
not stop these senseless and murderous 
air raids in Spain, there is not much 
hope for women and children when the 
scale of the conflict expands and first- 
class brains and improved machinery 
are put to work at the fine, brave busi- 
ness of exterminating humanity.”— 
From “Prophecy.”

God’s Will Our Aim in Life 


“If any man will do his will, he shall 
know of the doctrine,” John 7:17. 

“The God of our fathers hath chosen 
thee that thou shouldest know his will,” 
Acts 22:14. 


God is the creator and preserver of 
every life, and He has a design or pur- 
pose in each life. Only sin can thwart 
or hinder the fulfillment of that pur- 
pose. God wills that all shall be saved 
and come to a knowledge of the truth. 
All who are saved, are saved because it 
is the will of God to save them. It is 
not God’s will that any perish. It is God’s 
will that all live holy in this life. It is 
His will that He shall dwell in every 
believer in the person and power of His 
Spirit. It is His will that all shall live 
only for His glory in this world. It is His 
will that all who do His will here shall 
dwell with Him in heaven when this life 
is over. 

The purposes and provisions of God’s 
will will reach to all eternity. The will of 
God is the rule by which our lives are to 
be lived in this world. How happy are 
they, and how many blessings come to 
them, who know and do the will of God! 


1. God’s will is to be earnestly and 
carefully sought. In this world of sin, 
disorder and darkness, little good comes 
to us unsought. Jesus, the Savior, is de- 
scribed as a shepherd seeking His lost 
sheep, and yet none are found by Him 
until they turn their hearts from sin 
and look unto Him and sek Him. How 
wonderful that any, “whosoever will,” 
may seek the Lord and find Him, and 
learn of His blessed will. 


2. The will of God is to be done, 
that is performed by men, and the do- 
ing of God’s will centers in the heart— 
“doing the will of God from the heart” 
(Eph. 6:6). All that we think, speak, 
and act is involved in doing the will of 
God. Doing the will of God is the 
Christian’s occupation. Nothing con- 
trary to His will should engage our 
thought. 

3. The will of God is to be under- 
stood. Serving God is not a mystical, 
doubtful, uncertain way, but a way of 
positive blessing, knowledge and power. 
Here is a definite command, “Be ye not 
unwise, but understanding what the will 
of the Lord is” (Eph. 5:17). Early 
Christians were described as being 
“filled with the knowledge of his will” 
(Col. 1:9). Those who desire to know, 
and seek to know, may still know God’s 
will. There is His Word, and prayer, 
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them 


and all the means of grace. Use 
and you will know. 

4. God’s will is to be proven (Rom. 
12:2). All who do God’s will have am- 
ple and outstanding proof of its genuine- 
ness within themselves. 

5. Prayer, the Christian’s great spirit- 
ual force, must be according to the will 
of God (1 John 5:14). It is in the 
earnest pursuit of God’s will that prayer 
has its fullest exercise. Indicating that 
the human spirit cannot reach the limit 
of spiritual praying without divine aid. 
It is said that the Spirit “helpeth our in- 
firmities” and maketh “intercession for 
the saints according to the will of God” 
(Rom. 8:27, 28). 

6. “That ye may stand perfect and 
com plete in all the will of God,” is the 
amazing statement made concerning the 
prayers of Epaphras for the Colossians 
(Col. 4:12). How far short of this is 
most of our praying. The full and com- 
plete will of God can be approached in 
no way but believing, obedient prayer. 

7. When men have done the will of 
God as far as they are commanded, there 
is then a penitent waiting upon Him 
that He may work out all that He has 
promised and designed to do in and for 
them. “For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye may receive the promise” (Heb. 
10:36). ““He that doeth the will of God 
abideth forever” (1 John 2:17).

The late General William Booth once 
declared that the chief dangers con- 
fronting the twentieth century were:

Christianity without Christ; forgiveness 
without regeneration; morality without 
God; and heaven without hell.—Preach- 
ers Magazine. 

At the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury thirty-six profane men organized 
“The Society of the Druids” in New 
York City. They met regularly to deride 
and damage Christianity. One night in 
their awful meeting they burned a Bible 
and administered sacrament to a dog. 
Two of them died that night; within 
three days three more were drowned. In 
five years all thirty-six came to a bad 
end. Before a justice of peace it was 
sworn that two starved to death, sev- 
en drowned, eight were shot, five com- 
mitted suicide, seven died on the gal- 
lows, one froze to death, and three died 
accidentally.—T. DeWitt Talmage.

NEWS FROM INDIA 
BROTHER AND SISTER HOYLE CASE 


(Written June 7.)—Brother and Sis- 
ter Cook were still in the hills upon our 
arrival. They had not received notice 
of the exact date we would be here so 
no one met us in Cachin. Of course, they 
were greatly sorry of this for they had 
planned a big welcome for us. 

We arrived in Cachin at noon Sun- 
day. It is a beautiful harbor, lovely 
palms, tropical flowers, etc. We were 
not delayed in the customs, only long 
enough for examination and declaration. 
The Lord had a man prepared for us, 
one who speaks English as well as the 
native tongue, who made ll arrange- 
ments for our trip inland. We ate a few 
bites of lunch at the one hotel there (to 
be exact, Hoyle had a bowl of soup and 
dish of ice cream and I had a tiny slice 
of beef with one spoonful of potato salad 
and Mango ice cream and the bill was 
six rupees—almost $1.00 each for 
lunch!). The man arranged for shipping 
our luggage C. O. D. here and we got in 
a Willys touring car for Chengannur, 
we knew not just how far away. The 
driver did not speak English so we had 
an undisturbed drive through the coun- 
try. It was a very beautiful and inter- 
esting drive, part of it hilly. This land 
is very beautiful, much more beautiful 
than Florida. 

Through the whole journey the roads 
were lined with people, cows, dogs, 
goats, pigs, ducks, chickens, and an oc- 
casional cat, and we met all kinds of ve- 
hicles—beautiful cars, rattletraps, buses, 
rickshaws, various carts, especially ox 
wagons. So many small towns and so 
many people! Oh, I wondered where they 
all came from and where they were go- 
ing. But they seemed to be busy about 
their own business, which I couldn’t 
see. 

The very common bird is the huge 
crow. On the way we saw one blithely 
swoop down and take its choice from a 
basket borne on the head of a woman. 
I thought of the ravens snatching pan- 
cakes from the king’s window to feed 
Elijah—as Dad likes to picture it. The 
crows in our back yard are constantly 
busy entertaining visitors, so that we 
have plenty of their orchestration in 
monotones. They delight in tormenting 
the cow, too, for pastime, I suppose. 

Just at dusk we arrived in the village. 
The driver stopped to inquire the way 
to Brother and Sister Cook’s (we had 
given him one of our cards so he knew 
to whose house to take us) and a crowd 


flocked around us, as is the custom when 
white folks appear. We could under- 
stand nothing they said. But soon a 
““God-provided” man stepped up—one 
bare down to the waist but one who read 
and spoke a little English. “Oh,” he 
said, “I’ll show you.” So he directed us 
right to this door, which is about two 
miles from the town, up on a hill off 
the highway (not a paved highway, but 
a good road all the way to Cachin). 
Then we tried the door and no one was 
at home. A crowd of natives had gath- 
ered again and one of them told this 
man and he informed us we were to 
stay here until the Cooks came. There 
were several Church of God members 
in the group and they knew some new 
missionaries were coming but not just 
when. They were expecting the Cooks 
within that week so we unloaded, paid 
the driver and were left in this strange 
new home among a crowd of natives 
who could not understand us and we 
could not understand them. 

Two boys finally appeared who spoke 
a little English. We could see they were 
glad to see us but were at a loss to know 
what to do for and with us. We en- 
joyed (with trembling prayer on our 
lips, lest we should eat something harm- 
ful) a native supper of boiled milk, 
boiled eggs, and fresh pineapple; also, 
a native breakfast and dinner—milk, 
eggs, pancakes with coconut _ inside; 
rice and curry (a kind of hot soup, 
burns up your stomach). 

I was so tired I slept quite well that 
first night, but I dare say Hoyle did not 
get an hour’s rest—in a strange place, 
people, circumstances, and feeling the 
whole responsibility; but the second 
night I kept watch and he snored! 

On Monday afternoon, the field sec- 
retary came in; a native, but a_ very 
capable man. He speaks English well and 
knows the routine of this work. So ev- 
erything was O. K. from then on. He 
wired Brother and Sister Cook and re- 
ceived an answer that they would arrive 
Wednesday. He also saw to our meals, 
which were much more palatable from 
then on. So we really took two days .of 
rest, waiting for the Cooks. Their house 
is modest, but comfortable, up on a hill 
where the breeze is free, overlooking 
beautiful valleys and distant hills. 

Since the arrival of Sister Cook 
(Brother Cook remaining with the two 
boys in the hills), things have been 
humming around here. 

For the present we have a room in 
their house, and really just board here. 
So far it seems easy for us to get ad- 
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justed, first, because we have proper 
food, and second, because the monsoon 
season has begun, thus ending the hot 
season. 

We have all kinds of vegetables— 
even mashed potatoes and carrots, cab- 
bage, beets, beans, peas, celery, besides 
some native vegetables, which are quite 
good. Chicken is the cheapest meat. One 
whole chicken on foot may be purchased 
for ten or fifteen cents, so we have had 
some chicken and some fish. Vegetables 
are higher, but are the essential diet for 
us to keep well so we agree with the 
Cooks that they are a necessity, not a 
luxury. We also have bread made from 
flour like in America, but homemade so 
as to be sure of its cleanliness. Coconuts, 
pineapples and bananas grow in abun- 
dance so that one hundred small bananas 
cost only eight cents. Sister Cook made 
a coconut cream pie for supper tonight. 
Quite a special treat! The vegetables do 
not grow here but come from another 
part of India. 

We have begun our language study 
and are also teaching in this _ Bible 
School—prophecy, doctrine, the Book 
of Acts, and a synthetic outline of all 
the books of the Bible. Have also begun 
a sewing class. 

These students sleep on the bare floor 
and eat rice and curry twice only a day. 
On week ends they walk miles for 
church services. They are an inspiration 
to us. 

Last Sunday morning, while it was 
still early, the church and school bell 
was rung, calling the children to Sunday 4 
School. Later we heard a chatter on our 
front porch and before I knew it was 
time, here on the porch were two Sun- 
day School classes. All of them, both 
students and teachers, were seated on 
mats on the floor, learning the Bible. 
(They have a certain curriculum or 
course of study and at the end of each 
year examinations are given and those 
who pass are promoted to the next class. 
The student who gives the best answers 
receives a very nice prize; other lesser 
prizes for examinations are given.) One 
of these classes was the baby class— 
thirty tiny boys and girls. You should 
have heard these tots repeat the Beati- 
tudes (all of the verses) and the one 
hundredth Psalm and other long pas- 
sages! There was quite a large Sunday 
School so that the classes could not all 
meet in the church. 

Morning service begins at eleven 
o’clock and runs until three or four in 
the afternoon. We did not stay for the 
whole service last Sunday but ate lunch 
at about 12:30 and left for another out- 
station. In fact, we visited and spoke at 
two others—the one Sister Cook looks 
after regularly and the one where the 
annual convention camp ground is. We 
were richly blessed with real Pente-

God 
is really blessing every effort that has 
been put forth. 

No one can really appreciate the 
Home until you come in daily contact 
with this wonderful band of children 
and their matrons, and observe them 
from every angle. Someone might say 
that is because I love children so dear- 
ly. I admit that I do love children and 
if you really love children you should 
be associated with these orphans, and if 
not, they could teach you to be lovable. 
These children not only love one an- 
other, they love everybody, especially 
all good people. They never forget a 
kindness or your smiles. They are just 
one large family and every Church of 
God member, in a way, is their father 
and mother. Of course, they look to the 
Orphanage Committee. Brother R. R. 
Walker is the chairman and his heart 
goes out to these children, with the 
other committeemen, Brother Zeno 
Tharp and Brother W. J. Milligan. They 
are doing all in their power for them 
under the circumstances. I wonder 
sometimes how they accomplish so 
much, with the time they have to de- 
vote to this worthy cause. It is not at 
all a matter of shelter and food but 
finding what is best for them in every 
way—their health, education, spirituali- 
ty, and future vocation in life. 

I am glad to say that God is blessing 
in such a marvelous way. You would 
be glad if you only understood your 
committee. They should be commended 
for their work and untiring efforts. 
They have selected the very best ma- 
trons for the care of these children. I 
don’t think they could be excelled any- 
where, they are so very considerate and 
self-sacrificing. They are giving their 
strength, talent and very life for these 
children, but they will receive their re- 
ward up in the sky. 

Out at the boys’ farm, with Brother 
Eller in charge, it is just wonderful how 
things move under his management. 
They have a nice farm, good work stock, 
a real good dairy herd that supplies all 
the homes with milk and butter; also 
farm products, fresh vegetables for the 
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children; in fact, it’s a modern farm, 
very efficiently operated. Every one 
that is connected with the boys’ home 
and farm should be commended. 


The farm is located about seven miles 
from Cleveland. They have a modern 
bus to go to school and come to the 
Auditorium for church and Sunday 
School. They have good living quarters, 
only need a large home where they could 
take more of the Church of God orphan 
boys. 


If you want to get near heaven, just 
get acquainted with these wonderful 
children. When you go into the living 
room or on the lawn, as they gather 
round you with carefree hearts and hap- 
py laughter, you can feel the sweet fel- 
lowship of real love going out from 
their hearts.

I just wish I could describe every 
thing in such a way to those who 
haven’t been privileged to visit the 
home, to make them understand.

They don’t know 
anything but to trust God. Some of the 
very smallest ones in the Home know 
more scripture from memory than a lot 
of our Church of God preachers. They 
make wonderful workers for the Lord 
and His cause. Several have left the 
Home and gone out into the gospel work 
to various parts of the country and have 
proven a great blessing. Praise God for 
them. 

All these things are made possible 
through the pennies, dimes, and other 
things each one gives. If you could on- 
ly see what the little penny marches and 
offerings are doing, I’m sure you’d nev- 
er regret it. 

If we have “pure and undefiled re- 
ligion,” as in James 1:27, we will put 
forth a greater effort than ever before 
for this noble cause. Their new, mod- 
ern home will soon be completed and they 
will be moving in. When you come to 
church and to the Assembly, come pre- 
pared to do more for the orphans than 
ever before. I wish you lived near 
enough so that when you are tired and 
worn over the cares of daily life, you 
could just sit down and listen to the 
beautiful songs they sing under the 
anointing of God. You could just drift 
off in oblivion into slumber land, with 
the sweet echoes of voices in song 
floating in.

OBEDIENCE TO ANGELS RE- 
WARDED 


We are reminded of Hagar. “And the 
angel of the Lord found her by a foun- 
tain of water in the wilderness . . . and 
he said, Hagar, ... whence camest 
thou? and whither wilt thou go? and 
she said, I flee from the face of my mis- 
tress Sarai. And the angel of the Lord 
said unto her, Return to thy mistress 
....and...4I will multiply thy 
seed exceedingly, that it shall not be 
numbered for multitude . . . And she 
called the name of the Lord (angel) 
that spake unto her, Thou God seest 
me... And Hagar bare Abram a 
son: and Abram called his son’s name, 
. . . Ishmael,” Genesis 16. 

“These are the sons of Ishmael, and 
these are their names, by their towns, 
and by their castles; twelve princes ac- 
cording to their nations,” Gen. 25:16. 

Bear in mind that we are here attempt- 
ing to feature the result of obedience to 
the word and message of the angels, and 
had Hagar ignored this angel no doubt 
the final outcome would have been less 
satisfactory to her. 


LOT’S FATE 


“And there came two angels to Sod- 
om at even, and Lot sat in the gate of 
Sodom ... and when the morning 
arose, then the angels hastened Lot. . . 
and said, Escape for thy life .. . es- 
cape to the mountain lest thou be con- 
sumed . . . And Lot said, Oh not s0; 
let me escape to this little city near by 
and my soul shall live, and he said unto 
him . . . Haste thee, escape thither; for 
I cannot do any thing till thou be come 
thither. Therefore, the name of the city 
was called Zoar ... Lot entered into 
Zoar. But the angel’s bidding was, Look 
not behind thee, neither stay thou in all 
the plain, escape to the mountain.” I 
am sure the future for Lot would have 
been more satisfactory if he had obeyed 
the angel’s message more fully. 


MOSES 


Heeds the voice of an angel and the 
final result was, the children of Israel 
delivered and a great nation born. 

“Now Moses kept the flock of Jeth- 
ro... and the angel of the Lord ap- 
peared unto him in a flame of fire out 
of the midst of a bush,” Exod. 3:1, 2. 


ELIJAH 


Continues to walk in the counsel of 
angels after his great victory over King 
Ahab, and the prophets of Baal. 

“And as he lay and slept under a 
juniper tree, behold, then an angel 
touched him, and said unto him, Arise 
and eat . . . and the angel of the Lord 
came again the second time, and touched 
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him, and said, Arise and eat, because the 
journey is too great for thee. And he 
arose and did eat and drink,” I Kings 
19:5-7. 

And not so very much farther on “it 
came to pass, when the Lord would take 
up Elijah into heaven by a whirlwind,” 
2 Kings 2:1. 

“Therefore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things we hear for 
it is not an angel that speaketh but Je- 
sus Christ the Son of God, who was 
made so much better than the angels, 
for unto which of the angels said He at 
any time, Thou art my son?” 


DANIEL 


The great prophet of God walked in 
the counsel of angels. 

“And it came to pass, when I, even I 
Daniel, had seen the vision, and sought 
for the meaning, that, behold, there 
stood before me as the appearance of a 
man, and J heard a man’s voice between 
the banks of Ulai which called and said, 
Gabriel, make this man to understand 
the vision... and I Daniel fainted, 
and was sick certain days; afterwards 
I rose up, and did the king’s business; 
and I was astonished at the vision but 
none understood it.” 


THE SHEPHERDS 

“Were abiding in the field, keeping 
watch over their flock by night. And, 
lo, the angel of the Lord came upon 
them, and the glory of the Lord shone 
about them: ... And the angel said 
unto them, Fear not: for, behold, I 
bring you good tidings of great joy, 
which shall be to all people . . . And 
suddenly there was with the angel a 
multitude of the heavenly host prais- 
ing God.” And they walked in the 
counsel of the angels and found in the 
city of David, a Savior, which is Christ 
the Lord, Luke 2. 


ZACHARIAS 

And his wife, Elizabeth, ‘‘were both 
righteous before God . . . they had no 
child, .. . And it came to pass, that 
while he executed the priest’s office 
. . . there appeared unto him an angel 
of the Lord ...and... said unto 
him, Fear not, Zacharias: for thy prayer 
is heard; and thy wife Elizabeth shall 
bear thee a son, and thou shalt call his 
name John... And Zacharias said 
unto the angel, Whereby shall I know 
this? ... And the angel answering 
said unto him... Thou shalt be 
dumb, and not able to speak, until the 
day that these things shall be performed, 
because thou believest not my words,” 
Luke 1. 

If the word spoken by angels was 
steadfast, and every transgression and 
disobedience received a just recompence 
of reward, how shall we escape if we 


neglect, or ignore the word and message 
of Jesus Christ the Son of God, that de- 
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clares, and obedience to, makes possible 
our salvation and eternal redemption? 
Such a declaration harmonizes with the 
voice that thundered out of the cloud 
on the mount of transfiguration, “This 
is my beloved son; Hear him.” 


CORNELIUS 


Obeyed the angel’s message, thereby 
opened the door of salvation to the Gen- 
tiles. Though he was a good man and 
prayed to God always, devout and feared 
God with all his house, liberal with his 
means, a man of authority and _ high 
standing, a captain of a band of “station 
soldiers, one hundred, presumably, but 
that was not enough. He needed to hear 
the message of so great salvation that 
was spoken by the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and Paul declares “was confirmed unto 
us by them that heard him.” By reason 
of much prayer on the part of Cornelius, 
he so to speak, piles his memorials up 
around the throne of God until He 
commissions an angel to go at once to 
Cornelius’ side and tell him what he 
ought to do. The message delivered, and 
fully obeyed, immediately brought the 
Apostle Peter before the great audience 
of Gentiles, whose only theme was Je- 
sus Christ, He is Lord of all... or- 
dained of God to be the judge of the 
quick and dead. To him give all the 
prophets witness. Acts 10. 

God, who at sundry times and in di- 
vers manners spake in times past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by His 
Son. Therefore we ought to give the 
more earnest heed to the things which 
we have heard. For if obedience to the 
message of angels was compulsory in 
time past, how much more so the mes- 
sage of Jesus Christ at this timé.
